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HE Moderator (Dr. Morrow) had the 
pleasure of welcoming and receivin 
greetings from a number of distin 
visitors when the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in Ireland resumed 
its sittings in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

The Governor-General of the Irish Free 
State (Mr. James McNeill), Lord Glenavy, 
who was the first Chairman of the Free 
State Senate, and Dr. Gwynn, Provost of 
Trinity College, Dublin, all were wel- 
comed and expressed their pleasure at 
the Assembly's visit to Dublin. The 
Governor-General referred to the high 
standard of morality and duty which the 
Presbyterian Church maintained, and the 
Provost mentioned that among the 
brightest students in Dublin University 
were the Church’s sons. 

The Moderator spoke with particular 
pleasure of the visit of the King's repre- 
sentative in the Free State, and ed 
him to convey the Assembly’s thankful- 
ness at His Majesty's recovery. 

A deputation from the Presbyterian 
Church in England had the English 
Moderator as its spokesman. 

One of the most interesting of the 
reports submitted was that on the State 
of Religion. It condemned the prevalence 
of betting and gambling, and called for 
strict enforcement of existing laws and 
for the introduction of new legislation on 
the subject. 


RECEPTION OF VISITORS. 


THE. GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 


Distinguished visitors who attended the 
Assembly's  openin session were the 
Governor-General of the Free State (Mr. 


James McNeill), Lord Glenavy, late Chair- 
man of the Free State Senate, and Dr. 
Gwynn, Provost of Trinity College, Dublin. 
The Govetnor-Géneral was attended by 
Captain O' Doherty, A. D. C. 

The visitors were accompanied to the plat- 
form, where they shook. hands with the 
Moderator, and were applauded by the 
Assembly, i 

The Moderator expressed the Assembly 's 
delight at the presence of the visitors, and 
asked His Excellency to give his message to 
the Assembly. 

The Governor-General thanked the 
Assembly for the cordiality of his reception, 
and said that he had come on behalf of 
the Government and the “people of Saorstat 
Eireann to welcome cordially the members of 
the Presbyterian Church General Assembly 
to the City of Dublin. (Applause.) It was 
now a quarter of a century since the Presby- 
terian Church last held ite court in Dublin. 
Many changes had taken place in the inter- 
val. One thing; he continued, is unchanged 
—the general pe ns 43 of the great moral 
influence exerci by your Synod, and, 
further, of its earnest desire that the mem 
bers of your community should play a 
worthy part in all matters, all activities, con. 
tributing to the moral and material advance- 
ment of our country. (Applause) T know 
that you have many matters to discuss and 
I do not wish to trespass unduly on your 


time. Mr. Moderator and members of this 
Synod, I assure you that the sentiment 
underlying the welcome which I am now 


privileged to give you to the capital of 
Saorstat, Eireann will endure when the im- 
mediate occasion for its expression has 
passed away. (Applause.) 

THE MODERATOR’S REPLY. 

The Moderator, addressing the Governor- 
General, said:—Your Excellency, on behalf 
of the Assembly I thank you for the honour 
you have done this court. 
your courtesy in coming here; we are 
pleased to see the Governor-General on this 
platform. We thank you for the hearty and 
cordial and sympathetic way in which you 
have addressed this house. It is happy that 
you, as representing the King in Treland, 
should visit this Assembly a few weeks after 
the King’s son paid that remarkable visit 
to our Mother Church in Scotland. (Hear, 
hear.) We would ask you, if you have the 
opportunity of doing so, to convey our 
sympathy with the King in his present state 
of health. It is our wish and our prayer 
that the postponement of the Thanksgiving 
Service shall be but a brief postponement. 
(Applause.) Without any other words, your 
Excellency, on behalf of this Assembly, I 
thank you most heartily for the courtesy you 
have done us here this morning. (Applause.) 

The Governor-General departed shortly 
afterwards, but Lord Glenavy and the Pro- 
vost remained on the platform. 

LORD GLENAVY WELCOMED. 

The Moderator then said:—We have now 
present with us two gentlemen who have been 
closely associated with, and deeply in. 
terested in, the promotion of education, and 
of every good cause in the City of Dublin. 
We have with us Lord Glenavy, who was a 
Lord Chancellor of Ireland, and head of the 
Senate of the Free State. He is Vice- 
Chancellor of Dublin University, has spent 
all his life in Dublin, and I can think of no 
good cause that he has not been an active 
supporter of. He can speak on behalf of 
almost every interest in the City of Dublin. 

Lord Glenavy was received with applause 
on rising to reply. He said:—It is a 
special privilege to me to be allowed to be 
resent at a public Session of this domestic 
arliament of your great and growing 
Church, and to given an opportunity of 
Sharing in an expression of cordial welcome 
to every member of your General Assembly. 
Throughout a lifetime which is now ap-

have enabled you to play so conspicuous a 
part, not merely as citizens of that great city 
with its marvellous record of development and 
progress, but also as citizens of Dublin— 
a city in which your members have been 
always most liberal and generous subscribers 
to all its philanthropic and charitable insti- 
tutions, while they have also played an active 
part in the social and commercial life of our 
people. (Applause.) 
In this connection I am sure you will all 
appreciate the recognition that came from 
your fellow-citizens to Mr. Eason and Mr. 
David Barry when they were recently 
selected in two successive years to fill the 
important position of President of the Dyb- 
lin Chamber of Commerce. (Applause.) Your 
visits to this city have been like those of the 
angels—few and far between. Nevertheless, 
may I express the confident hope and wish 
that your experience on this occasion will 
justify your choice. and wil] result in early

The Provost of Trinity College, in his reply, 
also welcomed the Assembly's visit to Dublin, 
and said that it was natural that their visits 
should be rare, because the natural focus of 
the Presbyterian Church was in the North, 
and it was with Belfast, no doubt, that it had 
peculiar ties. He knew that their Church in 
matters of religion recognised no political 
boundary. They were well represented in 
Dublin, and his University had many con- 
nections with them. The new Moderator was 
not only a graduate, but he was a inemher of 
the College stafi, while his son was one of 
their most distinguished students. Like the 
Chutch, the University did not recognise 
political boundaries or partitions which, un- 
happily, politics had imposed on them, and 
they had many connections strong and close 
with the North: They drew from there, and 
particularly from members of the Presbyterian 
Church, many of their students and many of 
their best. : 

He believed that learning and religion 
ought to go hand in hand, and he expressed 
the wish that they should never see the day 
when education and religion would be 
divorced. He hopea that they in the univer- 
sities would continue to extend a welcome 
hand, not to «ne Christian communion only, 
but to all, and that that hand would be 
received with equal friendship. (Applause.) 

In expressing the thanks of the Church to 
Lord “lenavy and Dr. Gwynn, the Moderator 
said that no two men could better represent 
the thought and sentiment of the citizens of 
Dublin. It had been his privilege to know 
both of them for many years, and he could 
pay tribute to their interest in everything 
that was for the good of the people and the 
State as a whole. Dr. Gwynn was one of 
the. finest educational Christian men it bad 
ever been his privilege to meet, and he had 
contributed a family to the State that had 
no equal. 

Lord Glenavy and the Provost then with- 
drew amidst renewed applause.

The Moderator said that it gave him great 


pleasure to receive the deputies from the 
sister Church in England. The people on the 
other side of the water had sent them in the 
past deputies; they were now sending their 
corresponding members. These had the 
privilege of sitting and taking part in matters 
coming before the Assembly. They were 
pleased to see such a large deputation, repre- 
sentative—judging by names—of Scotland and 
Wales, and, he was proud to say, also of 
Ireland. They openly welcomed as a corre- 
sponding member the Rev. John Brennan, 
who had been a ruling elder of their Church. 
He wished all a hearty welcome, and asked 
them to take their places as brethren. He 
hoped that they would enjoy their visit 
(Hear, hear.) 

The English Moderator (Dr. Maclagap) was 
warmly received. He said that it was a great 
joy to them to be present and take part in 
the Assembly's deliberations. It was a great 
pleasure to them to convey the greetings of 
the sister Church in England to this 
Assembly, but it was an added pleasure when 
they did so with the Rev. Mr. Morrow in 
the chair, because they recognised that in him 
they had an alumnus of the College at West- 
minster. Dr. Maclagan went on to say that 
he had never been in Belfast—(‘* Shame 
and he should like to have seen the grand 
Church House there, regarding which he had 
heard glowine reports. In comparing the 
work dealt with under the head of evangelical 
mission with that similarly undertaken in 
England, he said that what he saw emphasised 
the need for evangelical Protestantism in 
this pert of Ireland. Thev in Ireland were 
faced in other respects with the same diffi- 
culties which had to be met in England. He 
prayed that they might be divinely guided 
in their deliberations.

QUESTION OF THE CHARTER. 


In ing the adoption of the re oi the 
Com síon on the Charter of the ical 


m 

Faculty, the Rev. Principal Paul explained 
the origin of the ee made with 
3 University, Belfast, and said that 
the agreement had been entered into for a 
period of fiwe years. That, be said, was a 
ledge of honour. He was jealous of the 
onour of the House, and he hoped that the 
Assembly would not go back on a pledge of 
honour. At the end of the five years the 
matter could be reconsidered in view of. the 
experience they had gained. : 

The Rev. . McGrenahan, in seconding 
the motion, said that at the time when the 
Assembly received its charter no university 
in Ireland. would grant a degree to any of 
the Assembly's theological students, and the 
Government of that time sympathised with 
them and granted them the charter. Now 
thev had two, if not three, universities which 
could grant degrees Trinity College nad 
thrown its doors open to the students «f the 
McCrea Magee College and the Church, while 
Queen's University had done something 
similar, whereby their students could get 
theological degrees. 

The Rev. Mr. Logan said that it had been 
stated at the last Assembly that the charter 
of the Presbyterian Theological Faculty was 
dead, and that there was no possibilitv of its 
resurrection Thev were now told a different 
story. He did not believe in giving up anv- 
thing that thev had ever received. but he 
helieved in making the best possible use of 
it. He moved as an amendment—“ That the 
Commission be enlarged by the addition of 
twelve new members, and that the Commis 
sion he instructed to go into the whole matter 
of the Preshyterian Theologieal Faculty in 
Ireland. so as to secure that no arrangement 
with Queen's University shall prevent the 
Faculty. from functioning as previously, if 
necessary.” 

The Rev. Richard Hall said that there had 
been no pledge with regard to reviving their 
own charter. They had no objection what 
ever to the continuing of the arrangement for 
five years, or fifty-five, with Queen’s 
University, but they had not known that it 
was precluding their own Theological Faculty 
from giving a degree of D. D. or functioning 
at all. It was a slight to their Church that 
they could not give a title to the Moderator. 
He asked that they should go into the whole 
arrangement with Queen's University, and if 
it did not interfere with their own Theologiéal 
Faculty, then let ‘t continue; but if, it 
destroyed their birthright, then it should not 
be allowed to continue. 

The Rev. Dr. Little said that they should 
never give up their charter. 

The amendment was carried by a large 
majority. 

BUSINESS COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

The Clerk, in presenting the report of the 
Business Committee, said that there was a 
resolution from the Bible Standards Leacue, 
and it had not been licensed by the Com- 
mittee. 

DEATH OF A MEMBER. 

The Clerk (the Rev. Dr. Lowe) said that 
be was sorry to have to intimate to the 
house that a member, who was a very old 
friend of his own, had passed away. He re- 
ferred to the Rev. Charles Hunter, of Sally- 
rashane congregation. He was sure that the 
members would receive the announcement 
with regret, and express, through the 
Moderator, their sympathy with Mrs. Hunter 
and other relatives in their bereavement. 

A resolution of sympathy was passed, the 
members standing. 

COLONIAL DELEGATES. 

When the report on the Colonial Mission 
was reached the following delegates were in- 
vited to sit on the platform with the 
Moderator :—The Rev. A. J. MacGillibray. 
D.D. (Canada); Professor D. A. Murray 
(Canada), the Rev. J. M. Simpson (New Zea- 
land), and the Rev. T. R. Ballantine (South 
Africa). 

The adoption of the report was moved by 
the Rev. Dr. R. J. Porter. It requested 
that the work and, future needs. oí the 
churches in the lands where their people 
were settling should have the unceasing 
prayers and increased support of the mem: 
bers of the Church at home. 

The Rev. R. C. Elliott, in seconding the 
motion, said that the Church in South Africa 
was alert and doing a good work, aud would 
exert a great influence in the future. 

The report was adopted. 

The Rev. Dr. MacGillibray spoke of the 
progress of the Presbyterian Church in 
Canada, and the Rev. T. R. Ballantine told 
of ite success in South Africa. 


STATE OF RELIGION. 


THE EVIL OF BETTING AND 


GAMBLING. 


The report of the Committee on the State 
of Religion was presented by the Rev. W. 
Mitchell. It stated that the work of the 
Church was being steadily prosecuted, and 
that there were signs of real advance 
towards establishing the Kingdom of God in 
the hearts and consciences of their people. 
While there was a degree of optimism as to 
the state of religion all over the Church, 
the reason for this was not quite 
clear, when it was borne in mind 
that the average attendance at the 
sanctuary was seldom more than one 
per family. It was, surely, something that 
called for grave questioning when so large a 
proportion of their people forsook the as- 
sembling of themselves together. 

Quite-a number of congregations laid claim 
to the remarkable record of having neither 
virtues nor vices—(laughter)}—but that ex- 
traordinary state of affairs was doubtless due 
to an innate modesty in giving expression 
to the excellencies and defects common to 
them. Among the chief virtues mentioned 
were: loyalty to Christ and His Church, 
reverence for spiritual things, clean living, 
P industry, sobriety, truthfulness, 
onesty, kindness of heart, liberality, broad- 
mindedness. The vices that predominated 
included gambling and betting, drunkenness, 
sexual immorality, craze for pleasure, Sun- 
day golf, gossip and scandal-mongering. One 
report stated that ‘‘dancing parties are a 
great curse. 

While strong drink is no longer the 
flagrant evil it once was, it is to be greatly 
regretted that gambling and betting are men- 
tioned in nearly every report as prevalent 
vices. The time has surely come when the 
Church of Christ must arise in its strength 
and say in no uncertain voice, ‘ Away with 
the accursed thing.’ In some districts sexual 
immorality still exists, but the censensus of 
opinion points to a healthier moral tone in 
the community.“ 

In view of the injury which the vices of 
gambling and betting were inflicting on the 
people, the Assembly urged a stricter ad- 
ministration of the existing laws, and called 
for the enactment of new legislation in order 
to safeguard the highest and best interests 
of the people. He proposed the adoption of 
the report. 

The Rev. T. H. Robinson, in seconding the 
motion, said that the matter of Church at- 
tendance was being reiterated far too often. 
It was always a subject of complaint at each 
General Assembly, and the impression so got 
abroad that the support of the Church was 
failing. Young people who attended Service 
regularly became — through the 
constant repetition of the complaint, and be 
urged that they should not labour the matter 
any further. The elders of the Church had, 
he betieved, a great deal to learn from the 
modern science of advertising 

With the increasing love of pleasure and 
money, people were inclined not to observe 
the Sabbath day as it had been observed of 


old. There were people who wanted 
to enjoy themselves continuously, and 
there were others who saw the 
opportunities of making money in 
catering for such lovers of pleasure. The 
peace and quiet of the Sabbath Day were 


now being broken bv the rumbling of excur- 
sion trains and ‘buses over the highways on 
the Sabbath. It would not do for “hristian 
people, including elders, to ery out against 
neglect of observance of religious duties on 
the Sabbath Day. A time would come, he 
felt, when the Church would be compelled to 
say that the new situation was not in kceping 
with the teachings of the Chirch. 
CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOUR. 

The Very Rev. Dr. R. K. Hanna, an 
ex-Moderator, in an address on the Irish 
Presbyterian Christian Endeavour Society, 
said that he appeared on behalf of a member- 
shin of 3,500 Christian Endeavourers, to ask 
to have it recognised by the Assembly. The 
voung life of their Church had tremendous 
powers for . There were some Sa sf 
character—they might be the very hig! 
to which Christian Endeavour might not 


appeal, but he would that there was 
another type of Gharecler,, which’ was more 


received, there being only

Mr. William M. Clow, J. P., the Assembly's 
Convener, presented the report of the Susten- 
tation Fund Committee. 

The Rev. J. Crockett proposed the adoption 
of the report, and appealed for increased 
support for the Sustentation Fund. : 

Mr. A. Haslett, T.D., seconded the motion. 
He said that the Sustentation Fund was the 
very backbone of the Church, and deserved 
the strongest support of members of the 
Church throughout Ireland. 

The motion was adopted. 22 

The report on the Continental Missions 
was presented by the Rev. Professor E. J. 
Davey, who moved its adoption. It stated 
that Don Elias Aranjo had been appointed 
Superintendent of the Spanish Mission, and 
he had fully justified his selection. The suc- 
cess of an appeal for, subscriptions was a 
sign of a new attitude to the work of the 
mission. For their work the mission needed 
more money. The present days were critical 
tor Christianity, and especially for Protest- 
ant Christianity. In Spain there was a new 
spirit of tolerance and of discontent with 
the traditional religious life of the country.

last moment. In the circumstances the 
public may be pardoned if it continues 
to be rather sceptical; yet some 
real progress does seem to have been 
made, Last week the main points at 
issue—namely, the amounts of Germany’s 
annuities and the period of time 
over which they will be spread—were 
settled. Neither Germany nor the Allies, 
it is true, felt entirely satisfied with the 
formula that was submitted by Mr. Owen 
Young; but, faute de mieur, it was 
accepted first by the Allied représenta- 
tives and then by Dr. Schacht, the lead- 
ing German expert. In addition to the 
problem of reparations proper, the Allied 
representatives were anxious to settle the 
problem that was created by Germany’s | 
flooding of Belgium with mark currency 
during the military occupation; and it 
was in connection with this point that 
Dr. Schacht refused to fall in with their 
plans.. During the war many million 
pounds’ worth of marks were circulated in 
Belgium by the. German authorities, and 
when the evacuation tool place this 


money which afterwards became entirely 


valueless—was left. on the Belgians’ 
hands. Belgium naturally wishes to 
secure some compensation for her. loss ; 
but from the outset, Dr, Schacht has held 
that the matter had nothing to do: ith 
the problem of reparations, and that, 
therefore, Germany could not agree to its 
inclusion in a general scheme of settle- 
ment. As he persisted in «his attitude, 
another deadlock seemed to be inevitable, 
bat yesterday it was announced that he 
had proposed a separate conference with 
representatives of the Belgian Govern- 
ment for the purpose of discussing a 
possible accommodation on the marks 
| question, This proposal has been 
the signing of the main report of the 
Experts’ Committee, which is expected to 
be ready before the end of the present 
| week. When the report is signed the 
reparations problem in its present phase, 

at any rate—will be settled. Europe. 
then, perhaps, may be able to turn her 
attention to constructive work, In re- 
gard to the separate conference between 
Belgium and Germany, Dr. Schacht is 
understood to have given an undertaking 
to the Allies that no attempt will be-made 
by Berlin to strike a bargain with the 
Belgians over Eupen and Malmedy, the 
former German territory that was annexed 
by Belgium after the war. For strategic 
reasons France cannot afford to allow 
this territory to be restored to Germany, 
and any hopes which Dr, Schacht may 
have cherished of a possible deal have 
been dashed to the ground by ‘the far- 
seeing realists of the Quai d'Orsay. 
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The White Line. 

The Dublin City Commissioners have re- 
introduced the White line. This- device, 
which has been successful in other cities, 
diminishes the perils of crowded streets. A 
white line is painted an the foot-way; the 
pedestrian is invited to walk on its leit 
side; if he complies, ‘he faces the on- 
coming traffic of the street, so that its 
dangers, when he leaves the foct-way, do 
not take him .unawares. Last year 
‘pedestrians in the. streets of Dublin 
suffered 143 accidents, and nearly one-half 
of these were the result of unguarded de- 
| parture from the foot-way. Unfortunately, 
the Commissioners’ first experiment was a 
failure. In Westmoreland street the white 
line was broad and clear; the instruction, 
“Keep to the Left,“ jumped to the eye, 
but pedestrians generally ignored it. For 
one person who kept piously to the left a 
dozen clung to the right. Soon the winter 
| weather obliterated the lines, and even the 
minority which had respected them - re- 
lapsed into the careless, old fashion. It 
is possible that, if the lines had remained, 
the cult of obedience would have been 
developed.

Barre was a small village, or rather 
group of isolated farmhouses. : 

Imminent danger still threatens 
Terzigno, on which a fiery stream some 
ninety feet wide in front and eight feet 
high, is advancing at a speed of 120 feet 
an hour. . 


PRECAUTIONS AT TERZIGNO. 

The invasion of Barre was forcseen, 
and it was evacuated in time, and there 
was no loss of life. Similar precautions 
have been taken at Terzigno, and eyery- 
thing there is ready for evacuation at a 
minute's notice as soon as the authorities 
decide that it is advisable. Hundreds of 
motor lorries are lined up in the main 
square of the village ready to remove the 
inhabitants and their effects. 

Hopes were revived this morning when 
it was seen that the speed of the lava 
descending the steep mountain side upon 
Terzigno was greatly reduced. It was 
thought then that the optimism of the 
voleanologists who predicted that there 
was no danger was fully justified. Shortly 
afterwards, however, there was a consider- 
able recrudescence of activity in the 
volcano, and the lava was belched out in 
even greater quantities. 


LAVA MAY BE DEFLECTED. 


As the lava is still a couple of kilo- 
metres distant, it may either halt or it 
may be deflected before it reaches the 
village. Certainly, at the present rate of 
progress it should reach the first houses of 
Terzigno to-morrow or the next day. 

The secondary streams of lava which 
are advancing down Vesuvius towards 
other villages appear less threatening, as 
they are moving more slowly, and are 
still a considerable distance away.

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COLUMN OF SMOKE THREE 
MILES HIGH, 


NAPLES, Tuesday, 11 p.m. 

An official communiqué from the 
Director of the Vesuvius Observatory, 
issued at 3 p.in. to-day, states that the 
eruption is on the wane. 

At 2.20 p.m.. an increasingly vigorous 
series of explosions produced a column of 
smoke about three miles high, and an 
enormous quantity of lava was ejected, 
covering almost the entire surface of the 
main crater. Rocks, bombs and lapill 
were hurled ont in great profusion, some 
of them weighing up to 50 Ibs., and fell 
on the rim and on the western and 
southern slopes of the crater. 


CRATER LAVA STILL. 


After this phase the ejection of lava 
into the interior of the crater almost en- 


tirely ceased. ‘There 1s now no movement 
to be observed in the crater lava, and the 
cascades in the Vallee d’Enfer appear to 


have solidified. On the outer slopes the 
lava can only advance very little farther, 
and only for a few hours. 

The activity of the small eruptive cone, 
which has now almost disappeared, ou ins 
to the denudatory effect of its own er- 


plosions, continues, but is considerably 
diminished in vigour. ‘There is no trace 
of this morning’s lake of lava
